Subject. —Grant of Release Orders for skimmed milk powder fpr manufacture 
of baby food and malted milk food. 

No. 215-rrC(PN)/73. —Attention Is Invited to the provision made against S. No. 
80(a)/IV In Section II of the Red Book (Vol. I) for 1973-74 in terms of which the 
requirements of skimmed milk powder of the actual usern manufacturing baby 
food and malted milk food will be met by imports through the public .sector agency. 

2, On a review of the position, it has been decided that apnlic.ations from the 
manufacturers of Malted Milk Food and Baby Food for is.suc of release orders for 
skimmed milk powder should be accompanied with certifleutes fin duplicafeV from 
the State Health Authority that the products manufactured by them conform to 
the specifications laid down under the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1959 
(as amended from time to lime) alongwllh copies of analytical reports as in 
Annexure I & II. 

Alternatively, a certificate (in duplicate) from the Indian Standards Institution 
that the product manufactured conforms to the specifications inter-alia quality, 
packing and labell^ laid down by them, may be sent alongwith the application. 

3. Besides the above certificates from the State Health Authority/Indian Stand¬ 
ards Institution, applications should also be accompanied with the following infor¬ 
mation In duplicate;— 

1. List of machines installed with their size and capacity, 
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2. Co.st of machinery indicated in (1) above. 


3. Year wise production of baby milk food/malted milk food during the last 

3 years and Its ex-factory value of production. 

4. Consumption of the following items during the laSt 3 years along with 

their source of supply, if imported, import licence number or release 
order number Issued by CCI&E/Regional licensing authorities, may be 
given: 

QUALITY/VALUE 
(1) Skimmed Milk Powder. 

(ii) Whole Milk Powder. 

(lit) Fresh Milk, 

(iv) Milk Fat. 

(v) Sugar. 

(vi) Malt Extract/Malt. 

4. Actual users who have olreadv submitted applications for Issue of release 
orders for skimmed milk powder .should furnish the required certiflcate(.s) and 
Information (in duplicatel as Indicated above to the licensing authority concerned. 

It has also been decided that skimmed milk powder against release order.s 
alreadir issued to achml u.sers engaged in the manufacture of iiahv milk food and 
malted milk food, will bo released to only sucb users who nroduce the rertiflcntefsl 
and information Indicated above. Actual users bolding release orders for skimmed 
milk powder should, therefore, furni.sh the reoui.site certiflcatets) and information 
(In duplicatei to the licen.sine authority concernei 1o enable them to l.ssue neces¬ 
sary instructions to the canalising agency concei’ned for release of skimmed milk 
powder. 

5. Applications from nro'nosed/new units for import of skimmed milk powder 
for manufacture of habv food will not be considered unless their schemes are linked 
to dairy development practices designed to generate fluid milk and are specifically 
approved by the Government.
